Court Martial om the 
Tamar, 


Tho stranding of H.M.8, Flora on Aug. 
28 was the subject of a Court Martial held 
on bond HM.S. ‘Tamar this mornigg. 
The Court waa composed af Commudon 
R. HL S. stokes, of TIMLS,  Tarur 
(President), Captain 8. VY. Yorke a 
Horsey, of H3£8. Kent; Capt. Seymour 
Elphinstone Etskine, of HM.8. Bedford; 
Capt. C. L. Vaughan-Leo, and Commander 
H. L. Mawleyof H.MLS. Moumouth. | 

Tho chargs te be heard was against 
Captain Rowhnd Nugent sud Lieutenant 
Keanngih Mackonzig Grieve tht by neglect 
they did hazard the Flora on the night in 
question, 

Captain Toko, of H. M.k Monmanth, 
prosecuted, while defomdanls’ ‘' friends" 
were Liout. Anderson ant Paymaster 
Dyles, for the first defendant, and Vieut, 
Anderson for {he second.

ed by clouds. There was a mist on tho 
Penk and tho light was nother deceptive ar 
regarded distance and place, He could 
sow land distinctly on both sides befare tho 
veasel struck, Ho did no‘ seo the chim- 
neys or sheers at Kowloon Dock. = When 
the sbip struck he was at the foot of the 
Mulder loading ti the Fore bridge. Hé dit 
not see anything herd vs hewn not look 
ing for anything, 

Cross examined by Captain Nugent 
witness said that coming up the harbour 
he noticed the buildings or Kowloon pen- 
iaula looked wif they wereon the istand 
of Hongkang, Refore coming into the 
harbour Captain Nugent |wd consulted 
with ham with regard toe the amount of 
werk that had to be got through befare 
lunving again, Witness cutinued that 
there were 61 tone of smnunition tw 
gel out, twelve and on half miles 
of electric cable, 38 one hundred 
Pound mines, some emptics und small 
stores belonging to warrant officers, alsu 
mails and parol for Hongkong. There was 
to be taken in 46 tons of ammuntion, 350 
tons of cont, rbout 5 tons af Paymaster's 
stores, small stores and mailiand parcels, 
and probably mupernumerariesfor the fleet, 
Witness did oot think this work could 
have been finished before the Sunday 
following. . 

At thix stage the Court wis cleared. 

Witness continued that tho Captain told 
hin he thought if necesssy to leave on 
Suturday afternmvon to get ta Nagasaki hy 
the beh as if wn typhoon sewn. 

fo reply to the Commodote he did not 
seo the Captain's orders to heat Nagasaki 
on the Ofth. 

Sub-Lieutenmt Tait snid he was keeping 
wateh on the Flora when thaship was en- 
tering the harbour. They altered their 
course tarice allur clearing Lyeomoon Pass, 
to clear junks, and hud to reduce speed for 
About two minutes. Little time elapsed 
between the fint and second alterations of 
vourse. He could seo nod indistinctly 
on the starbard bow before the ship 
struck. Both deadsmen kept the Jeada 
going all tho time but there were 
ne soundings About four minutes 
wfore the ship struck speed was reduced, 
When the vessel struck sho hoeled to 
sturbourd and witness immediately ordered 
the boatswain to clenr the decks and give 
the order tu fall in, and he closed all 
water-tight compartments, When he went 
to the npper bridge he heard the Captain 
aye No that is not gromd we hive 
siriek ; it is aly a buoy.”

Cross-exarnined by Cantsin Nugent 
witness said ho had never hen to Hong

kenzie Grieve witness stated that he noticed 
abig building ahead on the port bow, which 
he made out tobe on the Hongkong sido, 
He found it dificult to seo diatinetly on 
xecount of thy halo cast by the steaming 
light, and often they wer ulmost upon 
junks before thoy saw then, 

In answer to Captain Hikine witness 
anid the Flom was ou a steady course 
when she struck, 

Lieutenant Stanley, who had been 
stationed on the forecastle when the vesset 
was entering the harbour vorrohorated the 
evidence in regard tu the course bein 
altored in order to clear junks, The night 
wax smooth, cin, and dark. It might 
have been moonlight bat it was not very 
clear.

Petty Officer Henry Adams, Quarter. 
master of the watch, said ho suw a lot 
of lights whon ontering hut could not 
say whether they were on shore or 
not. He was told to stoor by the com 
pass after tho ulteration of the cours,

could see the tup of the land but could not 
see the water line.
